FRENCH MINISTER ALARMED

m ent Denies Reports of S u m m a r y

Port au Prince, April 2.— T h e spirit 
of u n ce rta in ty and of u nrest still pre 
vails in Port au Prince. 
T h e recent 
abortive atte m p t at a second uprising 
h e re In which G eneral Igirraque, chief 
of th e cavalry, and several o th e r arm y 
officers a re alleged to have been im ­ 
plicated, has given th e g o v e rn m e n t a 
cause for s e arch in g all q u a r te rs of the 
city in the hope of finding o th e rs it 
suspects of being involved in th e plot. 
T h e F re nch m in iste r to Hayti, M. 
Carteron, h a s recently shown consid­ 
erable a l a r m concerning the action th e 
Haytian g o v e rn m e n t m ay take against 
th e 
refugees 
now 
asyturned 
in 
th e 
F rench legation. 
S om e of th e refu 
gees th e m s e lv e s say th a t th e minis 
ter has ad vised th e m to procure pis 
tols and as m u ch a m m u n itio n as pos 
slide, so that they m ay he prepare d to 
defend th e ir lives. 
According to the 
refugees, M. C a rtero n told the m that 
he was unable to g u a r a n t e e protection 
in th e event ot an attac k upon th e le 
gat ion by g o v e r n m e n t troops. 
Hie F re n c h minister, when asked 
with

s ta te m en t, 
de­ 
clined to deny or affirm it, but he did 
say that he had m ad e a rep rese n tatio n 
of tlie case to M. Borno, the m in iste r

F re n ch contention that giving sanet 
uary to th e refugee s was an absolutely 
legitim ate proceeding. 
It 
is generally believed h ere that 
th e alarm of the F rench m in iste r Is 
unfounded. I ’p to th e present the gov­ 
e r n m e n t ’s a t titu d e has been a concilia 
tory one and it s e e m s to be its in ten ­ 
sion not to offer the slightest excuse 
for foreign intervention. 
T h e r e are rum ors here that s u m ­ 
m a ry executions co n tin u e in near-by 
co u n try districts.

n u m b e r of 
so-called political prison­ 
ers in hand, and it is reported that 
almost n ightly som e of th e se are ta ken

French Legation— Haytian Govern­ 


ment Denies Reports of Sum m ary 


Executions. 


Port au Prince. April 2.—The spirit 
of uncertainty and of unrest still pre­ 
vails in Port au Prince. 
The recent 
abortive attempt at a second uprising 
here in which General Larraque, chief 
of the cavalry, and several other army 
officers are alleged to have been im­ 
plicated, has given the government a 
cause for searching all quarters of the 
city In the hope of Anding others it 
suspects of being involved in the plot. 
The French minister to Hayti, M. 
Carteron, has recently shown consid­ 
erable alarm concerning the action the 
Haytian government may take against 
the refugees now asylumed in the 
French legation. 
Some of the refu­ 
gees themselves say that the minis 
ter has advised them to procure pie 
tols and as much ammunition as pos­ 
sible, so that they may be prepared to 
defend their lives. 
According to the 
refugees, M. Carteron told them that 
he was unable to guarantee protection 
in the event of an attack upon the le­ 
gation by government troops. 
The French minister, when asked 
with regard to this statement, de­ 
clined to deny or affirm it, but he did 
say that he had made a representation 
of the case to M. Borno, the minister 
of state, pointing out to him the 
French contention that giving sanct­ 
uary to the refugees was an absolutely 
legitimate proceeding. 
It is generally believed here that 
the alarm of the French minister is 
unfounded. Up to the present the gov­ 
ernment’s attitude has been a concilia­ 
tory one and it seems to be its inten­ 
tion not to offer the slightest excuse 
for foreign intervention. 
There are rumors here that sum­ 
mary executions continue in near-by 
country districts. 
For a long time 
past the government has had a large 
number of so-called political prison­ 
ers in hand, and it is reported that 
almost nightly some of these are taken 
from the prisons, transported to the 
country 
districts, 
not 
very 
remote 
from the city, and shot. 
This the 
government vehemently denies. 
The French cruiser d’Estrees has 
not returned here from the island of 
St. Thomas, where she took the refu­ 
gees 
from 
Gonaives. 
The 
German 
cruiser Bremen returned from Kings 
ton, and the United States cruiser 
Des Moines and the gunboat Mariet­ 
ta are still here, the gunboat Eagle 
having left two days ago, and the gun­ 
boat Paducah having sailed for Guan­ 
tanamo, where she will coal, to return 
later to Port au Prince.

It will employ 
about 25 men and it is expected that 
about the first of May the mill will put 
on a night crew, thus employing 50 
men. This is exclusive of the force em­ 
ployed in the cedar yards. The cut of 
the mill for the season will be a mil­ 
lion and a half feet of lumber, besides 
lath and shingles. 
The company has large tracts of val­ 
uable hardwood lands and are con­ 
sidering the matter of putting in a 
factory of some kind to work up the 
timber here in Brainerd, possibly a 
furniture factory, but this will not be 
taken up at the present time. 
The capital stock of the company is 
$100,000, paid in, and the officers are 
Geo. A. McKinley, president,; C. C. 
Byam, Minneapolis, secretary; C. N. 
Sonnesyn, Butterfield, treasurer. The 
stockholders are Geo. A. McKinley, C. 
N. Sonnesyn, C. C. Byam and Fred A. 
Kimball and George Adcock, of this 
city. 
Mr. McKinley will have charge 
of the cedar and lumber end of the con­ 
cern while Mr. Byam will take charge 
of the store. 
Mr. Sonnesyn, who has 
heavy interests elsewhere, will not de­ 
vote his entire time to the business of 
the company.

UNFIT TO HOLD HIS OFFICE 


Mr. Clark Declares That Federal Offi­ 


cial Is Ignorant of the Law— M is­ 


sourian 
Defends 
Department 
of 


Justice. 


W ashington, April 2.—T he subject 
of peonage in the Southern 
states 
arose in the house of representatives 
when Mr. Caulfield of Missouri, from 
the com m ittee on judiciary, called up 
the resolution of Mr. Clark of Florida, 
requesting the attorney general to in 
form the house as to the amount of 
money paid to detectives in gathering 
evidence in peonage cases and also 
m aking inquiry concerning the capa 
city in which Mrs Mary Grace Quack 
enbosh was employed and the amount 
of money paid her. 
Tile resolution, 
he declared, was intended as an un­ 
necessary attack on lite departm ent 
of justice for doing its linty. 
“To 
think,” he exclaimed, “that 
human 
liberty can cost too much, that the 
department ol justice can be too vigi­ 
lant on behalf of human liberty.” One 
would think, he declared, that the de­ 
partm ent “ was going around like a 
raging lion seeking whom it may de­ 
vour; seeking some innocent citizen 
of Florida to clap into jail.” 
The departm ent, he said, had been 
exceedingly 
conservative 
in 
its ac­ 
tions. 
Indeed, it 
had done its full 
duty, “and a righteous act,” when, in 
response to a long list of com plaints 
of peonage the investigations 
were 
made. 
Had tHe departm ent done oth­ 
erw ise than it did, he said, it would 
have been derelict in duty. 
Mr. Caulfield denied that peonage 
prosecutions injured the prosperity of 
a state. 
“It is not the prosecutions,” 
he said amid applause, “but the acts 
of the men which m ake the prosecu­ 
tions necessary.” 
The departm ent of 
justice, Mr. Caulfield said, was carry­ 
ing out Republican policies, “when it 
dignifies and em ancipates labor,” and 
he added “that is one of the policies
